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GW ESTABLISHES SAMUEL G. EBLING BOOK COLLECTION IN ART HISTORY 


Chairman Lilien T. Robinson of The George Washington University Art 
Department has announced the establishment of the Samuel G. Ebling Book 
Collection, which was made possible through the generosity of a $300,000 
bequest from the estate of Samuel G. Ebling of Waverly, Ohio. 

Income from the endowment will be used primarily to purchase books and

to expand the department's art history collection. 

"The bequest comes during a period of major growth for the department," 

Dr. Robinson said. "Our history of art section recently established the 
position of distinguished visiting professor and has added new courses to its 
curriculum, while significantly expanding its art library collection. The 
program is particularly strong, and I believe we are making a major contribution 
to teaching and research in this field." 

A native of Bellefontaine, Ohio and a member of the GW class of 1920, 

Mr. Ebling served more than 35 years with the consular division of the U.S. 
Department of State. Although his formal education at GW did not include 
courses in art history, Mr. Ebling's foreign service travels carried him 
to a number of European art centers--Paris, Florence, Madrid, Vienna,

Rome, Munich, and others--which enabled him to cultivate an appreciation 
for fine arts. To enhance his art background, Mr. Ebling took courses 
from a number of European universities; on retiring from the foreign 
service and returning to Ohio, he enrolled as a special student at 
Wittenberg University in Springfield, Ohio to obtain more knowledge 
of art history. 

Mr. Ebling was living in Waverly, Ohio at the time of his death 


in October 1981.

College Aptitude Test (MCAT), and the Miller Analogies Test (MAT). 

CLEP is particularly valuable to returning students since it allows them 
to earn college credits for expertise acquired outside college. Students 
can shorten the time needed to earn their degree and thus, save on tuition costs. 
The Foreign Service Examination course develops familiarity with the examination 
format and provides a comprehensive review of verbal skills, economics and 
current affairs.
